In the remarks dated 6 October 2005, Applicant submitted comments in response 
to the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although it appears applicant is 
in disagreement with the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, the examiner 
notes that the claims are taken in whole. Therefore, the examiner's interpretation of 
reasons for allowance stands as applicant's claimed invention includes a liquid-jet head 
that has a passage-forming substrate where a region of the passage-forming substrate 
facing the piezoelectric element holding portion is thicker than an outside region of the 
passage-forming substrate facing the piezoelectric element holding portion, when the 
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piezoelectric elements are in a non-activated state. It is this limitation, expressed in the 
claimed combination not found, taught, or suggested in the prior art that makes these 
claims allowable over the prior art.
